PROF. McKAY, OF THE IOWA AGRI- 
CULTURAL COLLEGE, AT THE 
OREGON STATE DAIRY AS- 
SOCIATION. 


‘*Oregon, owing to its wonderful fer- 
tility, its adaptation to all forage plants 
and its moist, cool climate, is destined 
to become one of the leading livestock 
countries in the world. Your state is 
better adapted for dairying, especially 
butter-making, than for any other agri- 
cultural pursuit. If you ship grain or 
livestock to the Bastern markets the 
cost of freight or transportation would 
largely eat up your profits, Butter, be- 
ing a condensed product, can be shipped 
to any part of the world at very little 
cost. Located as you are, the markets 
beyond the Pacific,-as well as in Alaska, 
should be at your command. There is 
no line of agriculture that will give 
greater returns than dairying when pur- 
sued intelligently. 

‘“The cow is absolutely necessary for 
the highest development of our agri- 
eultural resources. The most highly 
developed agricultural regions in Eu- 
rope are the noted dairy countries; 
the most intelligent and the most pros- 
perous farmers are dairy farmers; the 
richest land and the highest-priced land 
in Europe fairly swarms with dairy 
cows. The multitude of farms in Eu- 
rope that are more fertile today than 
50 years ago have been made so by 
dairy farming. In the dairy sections 
of Denmark, Germany and Holland, 
where land is worth from $300 to 
$1200 per acre, dairy farming is the 
chief occupation. In the Channel is- 
lands we find land ranging in price 
from $1200 to $2500 per acre, with a 
rental value of as much as $50 per 
acre, In these countries the fattening 
steer is unknown. As land increases 
in value the cow must increase as the 
steer decreases, as the cow is a cheap- 
er producer of human food. 

‘*Oregon is equal in fertility and eli- 
matie conditions to any of the coun- 
tries that I have mentioned. The same 
markets are open to the people of 
Oregon and all the United States that 
are open to the European farmer with 
his high-priced land. When traveling 
through the above-mentioned countries 
I found the European farmer in some 
eases importing American grain and 
feeding it to the cows to make butter 
and meet us in competition with the 


same in the English market. On this 
high-priced land the European farmer 
must necessarily produce milk econom- 
ically, or he could not live. He does 
this by careful feeding and selecting 
the individual cow, The cow is only 
a machine for transforming the rougher 
food of the farm, such as fodders and 
grain into the finer finished products 
that we call milk and cream. The ef- 
ficiency of any machine depends large- 
ly on the care and attention it receives; 
therefore it would be folly for farm- 
ers to expect cows to produce econom- 
ically unless they were receiving food 
suitable for milk production and pro- 
per protection from ithe inclement 
weather. The Babcock test and a good 
pair of scales have been recommended 
as the only guides for determining 
the value of a cow. While these are 
useful instruments, they are not the 
only requisites necessary. When the 
Good Master came to the fig tree and 
found no fruit he did not immediately 
condemn the tree, but gave it another 
chance under better conditions, and 
then if it did not produce fruit it was 
to be hewn down and east into the 
fire; therefore we should be sure be- 
fore we condemn a cow that we have 
done our part. 

‘*The test association which originat- 
ed in Denmark some 12 years ago and 
has spread rapidly over other European 
countries and been adopted in Canada 
and some of our own state is a great 
eye opener to dairymen, as by it the 
value of the machine, or the cow, is 
largely determined. In Germany they 
have 67 test associations and their av- 
erage milk production, among the dif- 
ferent associations is 7660 pounds per 
cow. They made a gain of 1080 pounds 
per cow in five years, or a difference of 
about $14 per cow. This is the result 
of intelligence. What is possible in 
Germany is possible in Oregon. I 
would say to the Oregon farmer: ‘Get 
good dairy sires and build up your 
herds.’ 

‘‘Tt is unnecessary for me to take 
up any of your time discussing the 
feed rations for dairy cows, as your 
experiment station under the wise man- 
agement of Dr. Withycombe, can fur- 
nish valuable information on this sub- 
ject. 

‘In conelusion I would strongly re- 
commend the formation of test associa- 
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tions. If these are not possible farmers 
should do their individual testing. Years 
ago we cut grain with a sickle, but 
today we have outgrown that—we use 
the machines that we can find. 
Then why not determine the value of 
the that we call cows? It 
only costs a little more to keep a cow 
that will produce from 350 to 400 pounds

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HOLSTEIN AND AYRSHIRE CHAR. 
ACTERISTICS COMPARED. 








Geo. Rice in Canadian Dairyman and 
Farming World, 


Since I have started to breed Ayr- 
shires as Holsteins numerous 
have been the inquiries that I have re- 
ceived from farmers who are thinking 
of investing in one of these dairy breeds 
and who ask for my views of the merits 
and demerits of the two breeds. Though 
perfeatly willing to give any informa- 
tion that I can to help a beginner, it 
would be a physical impossigility to 
answer my correspondents individually, 
so from time to time I will try to give 
the information in a wholesale way 
through the columns of The Canadian 
Dairyman and Farming World. 

In the first place, I like to take plenty 
of time to find things out from my own 
experience. As yet I have not had time 
enough to do this with these two breeds. 

Our improved breeds of dairy cattle 
have been developed by improved meth- 
ods of care, mating and feeeding. Not 
all registered cattle, by any means, have 
had this necessary attention. Hence 
many of these have deteriorated and 
although they may be registered and be 
pure blood, they cannot be considered 
to be improved cattle. There is a vast 
difference between the individual ani- 
mals of every breed. In order that the 
character of the different breeds may 
be studied it is necessary to have many 
animals of each breed to compare from 
and to compare only those of each breed 
that are equally representative of that 
breed. 


as well 


In comparing Holstein and Ayrshire, 
another difficulty presents itself. Al- 
though utility is our standard and we 
value a cow for the amount of milk, 
cheese or butter that can be made from 
her milk, the two breeds have a de- 
cided and distinet way of doing busi- 
ness. A good Holstein cow produces 
enormously. ‘She do this 
when handled to the best advantage, 
from the fact that she is not only a 
good feeder and has good digestive or- 
the 


is able to 


gans, but because she has also 


power, in a large degree, to draw upon 
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her own system, and to put the energy 
and strength that she has acquired 
whilst dry into producing her milk. The 
milk she gives is obtained from this 
stored-up energy quite as much as from 
the feed she eats at the time she is giv 
ing milk. Henee we find, no matter 
how well we may feed her when milk- 
ing, she loses flesh and weight. ‘his 
explains why those who understand her, 
and who manage her right by getting 
her in good condition before calving, 
get such great results from her. It is 
also the reason why others do not get 
such good results. They do not con- 
sider her nature and do not get her into 
condition while she is dry. The milk 
produced under proper conditions is pro- 
duced cheaply, especially if we con- 
sider only the feed given her at the 
time she is milking, as the feed she has 
had whilst dry is aiding her in the pro- 
duction. There comes a time, of course, 
when she has drawn upon that stored- 
up energy until there to 
draw upon. Then she gradually shrinks 
in her milk and gives a more moderate 
quantity, the amount of which depends 
largely upon the care and feed she gets 
at that time, | 
Characteristics. 

An Ayrshire cow, though enabled to 
draw upon her reserve strength (as all 
good cows must do), does not seem to 
have that peculiar power in nearly as 
great an extent. And on this account 
she does not reach as great a produc- 
tion during the early months of the 
milk period, in proportion to her year’s 
work. But she keeps pegging away 
with the result that we find Ayrshire 
cows, five or six months after freshen- 
ing, giving nearly as much milk as they 
have, say two months after freshening, 
but this is only where they have been 
getting the best of care and feed dur- 
ing the whole period. 

Care and Feed Necessary. 

No cow, be she Holstein or Ayrshire, 
is going to do her best unless she gets 
the best care and feed. The production 
of large quantities of food for human 
beings is a big tax upon her and it is 
up to us to do our best for her. 


is no more 


As it is important that this charae- 
teristic of the two breeds shall be un- 
derstood, perhaps I can make it more 
clear by giving a few figures from the 
different periods of lactation of a cow 
of each breed that I consider equally 
representative of each breed. 

A Holstein gave 593.6 lbs. milk, 19.83 
Ibs. fat in seven days. 

An Ayrshire gave 384.6 lbs. milk, 
15.84 lbs. fat in seven days. 

Both of these cows were fresh in No- 
vember and had practically the same 
feed at that time. The Ayrshire cow is 
‘a good feeder, able to handle 18 pounds 
meal, 40 pounds mangels, 30 pounds en- 





silage and some hay daily and never 
miss a meal. The Holstein cow lost 
more in flesh and that was why she pro- 
duced, at this time, more cheaply. She 
could produce more because it was her 
nature to draw upon her reserve to a 
greater extent than was the case with 
the Ayrshire. That it paid to feed her 
well at that time is shown by their 
work in June. Seven months after 
calving the Ayrshire on grass gave 38 
pounds milk daily, at the same time the 
Holstein gave 48 pounds milk daily. If 
we take their test the same as when 
fresh it would be 1.584 pounds butter 
fat for the Ayrshire and 1.632 pounds 
butter fat for the Holstein daily. This 
is not nearly as great a difference as 
at the beginning of the milk period. 

It must not be inferred from this that 
the Holstein is a less persistent milker 
for ithe vear. The Holstein strikes a 
tremendous gait at the start by being 
able to draw upon her own system. 
But, when all the reserve is gone, she 
has to be content with a more mod- 
erate pace. The cost of production is 
nearly always in favor of the largest 
producer, especially during the produc- 
ing period. But, at the end of the milk 
period, in this case, the Ayrshire cow 
carries the most flesh, she has not ex- 
hausted her system to as great an ex- 
tent and the Holstein cow will require 
more meal whilst dry if we are to have 
her in fettle to do as good work next 
year. , 

It is not an easy matter to dry up 
a good Holstein. Instead of half starv- 
ing her we would rather trust to ir- 
regular milking. Milk once a day for 
two weeks, then keep lengthening the 
periods. Give her plenty of salt. Keep 
her bowels loose to ward off garget. 
Remember, always, that if we would 
have her repeat next year, we must 
take the means of putting her in shape 
for another year’s work. It is by at- 
tention to these little points that many 
farmers get such fine results. The man 
who knows how and will do it (that 
is as regards taking care of a Holstein 
right) ean obtain great results, Because 
she is such a large producer and be- 
eause she produces her milk in the way 
she does, she needs rather more skill 
and different management than her Ayr- 
shire sister when dry. 

The Ayrshire cow when dry needs but 
comparatively little care. She is carry- 
ing as much flesh as is necessary and as 
much ‘as she can make good use of. All 
the year through she presents a nice 
picture to the eye. Her udder, being 
more flesh, helps her to present a good 
appearance. 

When good milking Ayrshires form 
the herd, very satisfactory results can 
be obtained. The results depend quite 
as much upon the man and his manage- 
ment and selection ‘as they do upon the

If good results are not obtained, it may 
be the fault of the man rather than of 
the ‘breed. 

No breed can retain its superiority 
unless well cared for and well fed. This 
is most important with dairy cattle, as 
the production of milk puts an enor- 
mous tax upon them. We must keep up 
the vitality and thrift and avoid cross- 
ing. Crossing is nothing more than a 
mixing of pure breeds. As each breed 
has its distinet characteristics, our aim 
should be to make the most of these.

This year the New 
‘ York State Fair 
sians at N.Y. Commission met the 
State Fair. breeders half way 
and the result was the finest exhibit of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle ever shown in 
this country; and when we consider the 
high official records of many of the ani- 
mals we can safely add, or any other 
country, 

Upwards of two hundred Holstein- 
Friesians were entered, and so great was 
the demand for stalls that the fair man- 
agement was taxed to the limit for 
room. Some fifteen different herds were 
represented, mostly from New York 
State, but Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio were represented, not only 
as exhibitors but also as prize winners. 
The different herds were indicated by 
prominent and showy placards, and near 
each ‘animal was conspicuously posted 
record, and, in some instances, 
a tabulated pedigree. The weather and 
temperature approached the ideal for 
comfort. 

The judging ring presented at all 
times a fine appearance. As the dif- 
ferent animals were led in, each in turn 
seemed to present a sure winner. The

Johanna Lad, but there is no mistaking 
ithe tact that Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad, Jr., in whose veins also 
flows Johanna blood, is a magnificent 
specimen of the breed; and it would 
seem, by the success that Mr. Nye had 
in taking prizes with the offspring of 
this great sire, that he is eminently pre- 
potent, and transmits his superior qual- 
ities with great uniformity. The anom 
aly which appears in the fact of the 
bull that was awarded fourth prize be- 
ing declared champion is accounted for 
by a change of judges. However, it 
would seem that so wide a difference 
of opinion should not exist if a scaie 
of points were being followed. Such 
things can only tend to throw the whole 
system of awarding prizes into disre- 
pute. 

The exhibit of mature cows was a 
speatacle long to be remembered; the 
immense udders on some of these ani- 
mals being a source of perpetual won- 
derment to the throng of spectators. 
Mr. H. A. Moyer, of Syracuse, bore off 
the highest honor in this class. 

To secure a first in this company was 
to achieve a great triumph. Those who 
were thus successful, besides Messrs. H. 
A. Moyer and M. 8S. Nye, already men- 
tioned, were Stevens Brothers-Hastings 
Company, the F. F. Field Company, 
Wing R. Smith, Geo. M. Carpenter and 
E, A, Vandervort. 

The beauty of symmetry and uniform- 
ity of markings, as well as the indica- 
tion of great producing ability, of the 
Model Family exhibited by E. A. Pow- 
ell, of Syracuse, 
everybody.
